London, Nov. 20.—A direct’ and 
unequivocal statement to the entire 
world of the Ailies’ war aims is the 


big objective behind President Wil- 
son's advocacy of the proposed inter- 
Allied ‘war council. 

The United Press is able to make 
this statement on the basis of infor- 
mation of unquestioned authority to- 
day, as the American commissioners 
first formal meeting with. 
the British war leaders in Downing 
street. 

It is to insure a organization of 
such a council that’ the American 
commission headed by Colonel House 
is in Europe. It is. to insure such a 
declaration made binding upon all 
the Allies as well as to stiffen the 
offensive, that the council is desired. 
by the United States. 

America’s immediate aim 


will be to induce every one of the 
Allied nations to throw every card on 
the table, to state every demand and 
present every claim of the war. From 
the entire lot will then be selected 
those which are basic, which, are, pre- 
dicated upon broad humanitarianism 
which justify the Allies’ claim as, 
champions of the rights of small na- 
tions, which are aimed at freeing 
civilization from the menace of mili- 
tarism and which are in truth calci- 
lated. to “make the world safe for 
democracy.” . 

Then if the plans and ideas of the 
American commission carry, these 
objectives, backed by and endorsed 
by the entire allied council, will.-be 
proclaimed to the entire world, allied, 
neutral and enemy—not as a. peace 
move, but as a war move, a move 
calculated to democratize the entir 
allied war making machine. It would 
be a move to purge the entire allied 
coalition of the last tinge of, suspic- 
ion of selfish interest or hope of in- 
dividual gain for any nation. ~ 

Such a move, disarming the kaiser 
of his argument that the German -sol- 
dier is fighting a defensive war; is 
counted on to deal a telling: blow to 


‘German morale, to give reassurance. 


to neutrals and to:remove from the 
mind of any allied soldier any idea 
‘that he is risking his life in further- 
ance of the commercial or political 
interests of any Allied nation. 

Evidence is already forthcoming 
that more discomfort has been caus- 
ed thé ruling class within’ Germany 
by Wilson’s appeal. on June 14 to the 
German people over the heads of the 
kaiser and his hand-picked govern- 
ment than by any single military blow 
struck during. 1917.

Christmas packets for the soldiers 
and sailors must be got under way at 
once, and those to go to France must 
be ready to start on their journey by 
the 15th of November, Most of the 
men will be well remembered by their 
families, but in order that every man 
may be sure to receive something, Red 
Jross chapters will undertake to for- 
ward packets, to be distributed among 
the soldiers providing the packets are 
made according to their directions, 
They make the following suggestions: 

“Wor wrapping gifts use a khaki- 
colored handkerchief, 27 inches square, 
and form the base of the packet by 
placing on the center of the packet a 


pad of writing paper about seven by 


ten inches. Select a variety of arti- 


‘eles to an amount not exceeding $1.50, 


and arrange them on the pad of paper 
so that the entire package shall be the 
width of the pad and approximateély 
five or six inches high. Wrap and tie 
with one-inch red ribbon, and place a 
Christmas card under the bow of rib- 
bon. > . . Wrap the parcel again in 
heavy light brown manilla paper and 
tie securely with red, green or gilt 
cord, and use Christmas labels.” 


Small tin or wooden boxes holding a- 


half pound or less will keep dried 
fruits, candy, fruit cake, fruit crack- 
ers, ete., in good shape. These are the 
things which the soldiers will enjoy 
most at Christmas time.

This act makes no change in 
the postage rates’ applicable to such 
matter,
